We offer the year book of the class of 1922 to 
all Westerners—to those connected with or inter- 
ested in Western—with the idea of presenting a 
permanent record of the school’s accomplishments 
in its many branches of learning and activity. 


The members of the graduating class have wit- 
nessed the growth of Western since they entered 
the school as Freshmen four years ago, have seen 
its development from a small school into a great 
institution, have watched it pass through an un- 
usual transitional stage, surmounting all obstacles 
in the path of advancement, until it has, at length, 
become our present great Western, a word which 
has come to mean success in scholastic a‘ttain- 
ments, athletics, student activitics, and military 
drill. 


It is the work of the undergraduate to uphold 
our present high standard of excellence and carry 
it forward to greater achievement. 


1891-1922 
Western--- Then and Now 


I want to quote from the Year Book of the “Washington High School,” pub- 
lished in ’91, to give you an idea of Western as it was when it hegan—“‘as this was 
the initiating year of the branch high school (Western was not named at the time 
of writing), it took us some little time to get in running order, We enrolled fifty- 
four names on the first day of school, and at first we had a corps of three teachers, 
besides the special ones. 


“In October the membership ran un from fifty-four to sixty-three, and in the 
next two months dropped to fifty-eight, which number it still holds. 


“Miss Robinson was consigned to German, Science and History, while Miss 
Wescott took charge of Mathematics, Latin and English; Miss Chester shares 
with us and Capitol Hill School (Eastern) her instructions in drawing, and while 
Mrs. Pollock imparts to our gir's the culinary arts, the boys are instructed in man- 
ual training by Mr. Fuller. 


“Situated on the upper floor of a large building, we are completely cut off from 
the school below us. One large assembly hall, two recitation rooms and one vacant 
room constitute our pleasant quarters. 


“The studies in which we took the greatest interest were German and Latin. 
There is something delightfully cxhilarating, as well as broadening to the mind, in 
this class study of language; consequently the interest in these subjects has been 
unflagging, until we reached declensions. That was and has been the greatest diffi- 
culty we have had to surmount in German. Yet, after memorizing the rules for 
declension, our sinking spirits rose, and our lessons proved as delightful as of old. 
The class will always fondly rccall the recitations in chorus of the many beautiful 
poems, among which stand with many clustering associations ‘Die Lorelei’ and 
‘Der Erlkonig.’ 


“In Latin, we had a most enjoyable timc; so far as possible, we have followed 
the inductive method, but have been able to do very little in the way of conversa- 
tion. However, we have had considerable practice in reading at sight, and as- for 
parsing, constructing and otherwise tearing to pieces and rebuilding, we are most 
adept, 


“To many of us, English has proven the most enjoyable. We are all well 
aware of our inability to even passably describe a pretty, picturesque engraving, 
but fecl that we are mentally stronger for having attempted so difficult an art as 
pen painting. As a sample of our ability in lucid descriptions: ‘In the center of 
the room was an old chair, with carved legs thrown across the back of a fur rug 
taken from a bear by Lord Bradley with the aid of a Taussig after a hard struggle.’

“We excel in narration, Behold a triumph in its way! ‘After a long walk, I 
arrived at the house, which was very large and old-fashioned looking, rink the bell, 
I was showed into the Gentleman’s liberry, he opened the note and read it rapidly, 
leaving the room, on entering the room my curiosity was rewarded and having an 
opportunity to look around I did so.’ 


“During the first few months of school, not having a piano or the wherewithal 
to get one, it neccssitated the renting of one, which was done until December, when 
from an entertainment given by us, “A Dickens’ Carnival,” we were able to realize 
one hundred dollars. This went toward the excellent instrument which we then and 
there purchased. Since then we have been enabled to add seven dollars to the origi- 
nal sum, and now we have left to pay one hundred and ninety-three dollars, which 
we trust soon to discharge. 


“Now that the time for closing school is so near at hand, we all feel a regret 
that our peasant school year is nearing its end. However, we are feeling much 
better than we did before it was announced that we were to have a second year in 
Georgctown. Last year most of us felt that we were imposed upon in being sent 
here; but since we have had such a jolly time, we all disliked the idea of being 
separated next year at the main building. That is the greatest advantage of being 
in a small school. Every one knows every other one, and we seem to come more 
together and take more of an interest in each other.” 


The quotation that I have just rendered, gentle reader, I hope has given you 
some idea of Western in 1891—now we will turn the pages of time to 1922 and 
see what the Class of ’22 has done and what Western is like after thirty-one long 
years of striving to become the Best Schoo! in the city. A few things of note that 
will be mentioned elsewhere in this book, I will jot down here. We have grown 
from fifty-eight to nine hundred and thirty-eight pupils, from a three-room school 
to a twenty-five-room school with classes in the afternoon as well as in the morn- 
ing, from three teachers to thirty-seven teachers. We have excellent baseball, 
basket ball, football and track teams—while in ’91 they did not have sufficient funds 
or boys to have any athletics. 


This short history of Western has been written so as to show how great things 
can grow from such small beginnings. To show how the Western spirit origi- 
nated—has grown—expanded and become one of the great forces inthe lives of 
so many Westerners. Let’s give an “English-Latin” to the class that came to 
Western in ’91 and gaye it such a grand start in life.

sprung up among the members. 

With the excellent standard which the organi- 
zation has set in its first year, the members feel 
that their sincere wish to see the club hold its 
high place next year and for many years to come 
is more than warranted. 
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THIRD BATTALION 


The dream of previous years has at last be- 
come a reality; Western has three cadet com- 
panies and a battalion composed entirely of 
Western men. 

Western’s battalion, namely the 3rd Battalion, 
3rd Regiment, comprising Companies H, K and 
L, made its initial appearance on the school lawn 
November 3, 1921, when it was first formed. 
This was the first time Western had seen a bat- 
talion of her own in action and those who wit- 
nessed it were very favorably impressed. 

Every Monday, formation and drill were held 
on the streets and the school lot. Due to the able 
instruction given by the officers, the companies 
soon rounded into shape, ‘and, consequently, 
formed a well-balanced battalion. 

Hardly had the new command sprung into 
existence when on November 15, 1921, it 
marched over to Central High School to cheer 
for the football team in its initial engagement 
with Central. On the Way over all movements 
possible were executed and the benefit received 
by this march was invaluable. 

On December 5, 1921, the first } 
of the year was held in the school library and 
was such a Success that three more followed 
during the remainder of the school year, 

he long-hoped-for Springfield rifles finally 
came the last day of February and in less than 
two weeks the battalion was using them in drill.

When H Company was formed this year the 
one idea that was foremost in the minds of the 
officers and which they endeavored to impress 
upon the men was this: That while in years 
past it was considered “better to lose in H than 
to win in any other company,” they were deter- 
mined to make it better to win in H than in any 
other company. 

In less than two weeks from the opening of 
school H Company was fully organized and 
cracking through the first elements of drill with 
their full personnel of officers, which follows: 
Captain R. K. Lamb, First Lieut. E. Meechling, 
Second Lieut. G. V. H. Moseley, First Sergt. 
Ragsdale, Sergts. Craighill, Evans, Duehay and 
Libbey, Corpls. Barr, Jones, Reeve, Garnett, 
Smith and Cogswell. 


The officers planned to begin the drill in the 
“School of the Soldier” and proceed through a 
regular course of instruction drills, following 
these by drills for discipline. Unfortunately, 
however, the late arrival of the equipment which 
had been requisitiond months before severely re- 
tarded the progress, 


But while the other schools were having a 
slump in drill because of this delay, Western’s 
companies maintained their-morale in fine shape. 
They had by February covered the entire drill 
po Save for the work with the rifles in 
Manual of Arms.” All drills until then had 
been for instruction only; after February, how-

ever, they became more intensive, being for the 
purpose of inculcating discipline. 

After the “School of the Soldier and Squad” 
which were dwelt upon in detail, H Company 
began work in platoons. Heretofore, very little 
of this work had been done, but realizing the 
importance of the platoon, the captains of Wes- 
tern’s companies dwelt upon platoon work to a 
very great degree, with the most fruitful of re- 
sults. Platoon competitions were staged, and 
inter-company platoon drills were held in which 
the 2nd Platoon of H Company was victorious 
over those of K and L. The lst Platoon, which 
at first was not of the caliber of the second, has 
improved until there is no choice between them. 

After the arrival of equipment all interest was 
focused upon the “Manual of Arms” which 
seemed to put new life into the men. As soon 
as the companies had mastered the handling of 
their pieces, extended order was begun and for 
the first time in Western’s history it was made

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HISTORY OF 


Following one of the most strenuous recruit- 
ing campaigns ever launched by the cadets, 
Western’s dream of a battalion became a reality, 
H, K and L Companies composed Western’s 
first battalion. 

The commissioned and non-commissioned per- 
sonnel who were assigned to L Company are as 
follows: Capt. W. W. Shea, commanding; Ist 
Lieut. R. B. Armstrong; 2d Lieut. F. Hall; 1st 
Sergt. Clark, Sergts. Armstrong, Edwards, 
Grainger, Craven, Hoge, Berrall and Ten Eyck. 
The company was completely organized and 
snapped into drill within ten days after the open- 
ing of school. The men were measured for uni- 
forms immediately after organization of the com- 
pany. The first consignment of uniforms ar- 
rived within a month after measurement. 


At the beginning of the year a requisition for 
new equipment was made to the War Depart- 
ment. Due to unfortunate delay in securing this 
equipment the company was compelled to drill 
without rifles for the entire semester. As mod- 
em methods of military training necessitate early 
use of rifles, the great handicap can easily be 
seen. Not only was the program of training 
interrupted, but it was one of the severest moral 
tests a cadet company has ever experiencd. The 
pualiner in which L Company weathered this test 
's one of the most remarkable demonstrations of 
loyalty and spirit ever witnessed in the brigade. 
Captain Shea’s policy of training has differed

rom that used by cadet captains in the past.

L Company has. been trained as a practical mili- 
tary unit and not as an exhibition competitive 
drill unit. - Platoon drills have been conducted 
by the platoon commanders under supervision 
of the captain, and in this manner the lieutenants 
have been on their own initiative to a greater 
extent than ever before. 


Platoon and squad competitions have been 
conducted at regular intervals, and through these 
a strong spirit of competition has been developed 
within this company. Demonstrations in rifle 
and automatic pistol firing and lectures in minor 
tactics have been conducted by Captain Shea. 
As soon as the company has covered the mecha- 
nism of extended order drill, combat maneuvers 
will be taken up. The purpose of this policy 
of training has been to give the men a more 
practical and intelligent knowledge of modern 
warfare. This policy of training has tripled the 
interest of the men in the cadet corps, and has 
caused them to-plunge into the drill with spirit 
and vigor and interest that cannot be surpassed. 
The result is that L Company is recognized as 
one of the highest disciplined and best drilled 
companies in the brigade. 


The annual Competitive Drill will be June 5 
and 6, L Company drilling June 5, about 2:15

The delay in issuing the Springfield rifles, 
which did not arrive until March, was a severe 
test on the morale of the men.

In order to perpetuate further the principles 
of Education, Know'edge, and Progress as em- 
bodied in the Western seal, the first successful 
step ever advanced at Western toward student 
cooperation was taken on January 2, 1922, when 
Dr. Newton called the representatives of all the 
school activities into the office to discuss the for- 
mation of a Student Committee. ‘To promote 
the general welfare of the school” was the pri- 
mary purpose of the committee, which was or- 
ganized to bring together the various interests 
in the school that they might work as a unit to 
produce a genuine centralized efficiency. 

The personnel of the committee is in every 
respect representative of the students in the 
school in that its members have been previously 
selected as leaders in their respective activities, 
which, according to the membership clause of 
the constitution, include all major officers, con- 
sisting of all presidents of recognized school or- 
ganizations, officers of the Senior Class, captains 
of all major athletic teams, major and captain 
of cadets, editors-in-chief of the Breeze and 
Year Book. 

After the election of Helen N 
man, Walcott Shea vice-chairman and Margaret 
Reese secretary, a constitution was adopted 
which gave Impetus to direct action.

1921-1922 


When a committee of Congressmen was in- 
yestigating conditions at Western prior to the 
introduction of a bill for appropriations, and 
learned that Westerners suggested, as one of the 
most urgent needs, a new assembly hall with 
the proper acoustics for plays, one of them could 
not understand the usefulness of dramatic work 
to high school students. However, the value of 
rudimentary dramatic training is considered of 
such importance that a course in the drama has 
been added to the English curriculum. 


The two real dramatic accomplishments of the 
year were the first Western Revue, “Hop 
Along” and “The Rivals,” by Sheridan. The 
former was a vaudeville including nearly 100 
students, while the latter was the traditional 
Western spring play. 


The vaudeville success was assured by its 
wide range of appeal. The Girls’ Glee Club pre- 
sented a singing class of former days whose 
beauty and voices delighted the audience with 
their charm and melody. A group of Freshmen 
girls danced the Irish jig straight from the ‘‘auld 
sod.”

8. DANSE 
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“Ww REGULATIONS 


Adopted by Western High School Athletic Board 


A new set of requirements concerning the 
awarding of the “W” has recently been drawn 
up by the Athletic Committee of the Faculty and 
has been approved by Dr. Newton. The pur- 
pose of such a set of regulations, as pointed out 
by members of the Committee, is to raise the 
standard of the “W”, by making more definite 
the requirements for winning a letter and for 
retaining the letter when won. 

Goop ScHooL CITIZENSHIP REQUIRED 

Especial emphasis is placed upon the inter- 
pretation of the phrase “good standing,” which, 
as explained in the rules, is synonymous with 
good school citizenship. In other words, the 
right kind of sportsmanship, fine school spirit, 
and commendable scholarship, which combined 
make the good school citizen, will be as requisite 
in determining the winner of the “W” as good 
playing. 

The Athletic Committee, which was appointed 
by Dr. Newton at the beginning of the year, 
consists of Mr. Green, Miss Meyers, Miss 
Gardner, Miss Dessez and Miss Houghton. 

REGULATIONS CONCERNING W 


The block “W”, together with the certificate 
of the Western High School, shall be given to 
Western High School students in good standing 
for participation in football, basketball, baseball, 
track, tennis, swimming and rifle shooting under 
the following conditions: 

1, Playing requirements (decided by man- 
ager’s records). 

2. The above phrase “in good standing” shall 
be interpreted to include the following items: 
A. Sportsmanship. 


(Decided by coach and team captain. ) 


The requirements in sportsmanship shall mean 
unselfish team work including the avoidance of 
destructive criticism, clean playing on the field, 
and the right attitude toward Opponents, of- 
ficials and coaches at all times. 

B. School Spirit.

The requirements for scholarship shall mean 
that no student failing to maintain the athletic 
standards of scholarship, during the season and 
up to ithe time of award of letters shall receive 
a : 

3. Methods of awarding ““W’s”, 
Recommendation for the honor of the “Ww” 
and the certificate shall originate with the coach, 
manager and captain of each team, acting as a 
committee, and final award shall be made onl 
upon approval of the Principal and the Athletic 
Committee. 

4. Withdrawals of the “W”. 

A. Causes. The “W” may be withdrawn on 
such failure to maintain the standards of a letter 
as illustrated by the following: 

1. Poor sportsmanship as defined in “A” 
at 2 

2. Poor school spirit as defined in “B” of “2.” 

3. Signal failure .to maintain scholarship 
standing after receiving the “W”, when such 
failure is due to utter lack of effort to meet the 
scholarship requirements of the school. 

B. Methods of withdrawal. 

Recommendation for withdrawal shall origi- 
nate either with the “W” Club or the Athletic 
Committee or the Principal and final withdrawal 
may be made only upon approval of the Principal 
and the Athletic Committee. The “W” and 
certificate shall be returned in person to the 
Principal in the presence of the Athletic Com- 
mittee or their representatives. 

5. Type of “W”. 

Only one “W” shall be awarded to a student 
during his school career. Additional “W's” may 
be indicated by some method to be determined 
later. 

6. Regulations Concerning Class Numerals. 

The above regulations, with the exception 
the playing requirements which shall be aie 
hereafter, shall apply also to the award an 
withdrawal of class numerals. ; 

7. Personnel of the Athletic Committee.

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GIRLS’ “W” CLUB 


“In order to form an organization for the 
promotion of school spirit, the maintenance of 
order among the girls and the support of girls’ 
athletics, the “Girls’ ‘W’ Club,” the first associa- 
tion of its kind in the history of Western, was 
formed October 21, 1921, as a result of the 
unanimous vote of all the girls in the school at 
an assembly called by Dr. Newton for the pur- 
pose of discussing methods of improving condi- 
tions in the school. The club was a culmination 
of the progressive spirit which has been growing 
among the girls since the establishment of the 
precedent of awarding letters to girl athletes.
